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The People Must Know

Executive Privilege and Separation of Powers. In Octo- 
be, 1962, because the Kennedy administration and the State 
Department under Dean Rusk, has censored 161 speeches 
of high military officers about the danger to America from 
the cold war, the United States Senate Preparedness Sub¬ 
committee held year long hearings to determine the facts 
and secure the information from the Kennedy administra¬ 
tion. 

President Kennedy ordered all aids and employees to 
refuse to testify and wrote a letter to Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk to deliver to the Senate Committee. The letter, 
dated February 9, 1962 read as follows: 

‘T therefore direct you and all personnel under the 
jurisdiction of your department not to give any such 
testimony or produce any such documents which would 
enable the Senate’s Special Preparedness Subcommittee to 
identify and hold accountable any individual with respect 
to any particular speech that he had reviewed.” 

And on December 6, 1962, Arthur Sylvester, Assistant 
Secretary of Defense for Public Affairs in the Kennedy 
Administration, in a public statement said “It's inherently 
government’s right if necessary, to lie to save itself. If 
any of us is virtuous 51 per cent of the time, it’s a good 
record and in politics is an amazing record.” 

The point is why in this instance there was no call 
by the Senate, press or anyone else to investigate this is¬ 
sue which went to the heart of the national defense? 

The Crain Deal. Much is being said now about the 
Nixon grain deal with the Russians but nothing has been 
said or written or condemned about a similar grain deal 
nf'gotiated between President Kennedy and Premier Khru¬ 
shchev and the Russians in 1963. How could one grain deal 
be good and another bad? 

A Real Bombshell. Henry Peterson, st'cond in com¬ 
mand at the Justice Department, told the Senate Select 
Committee, under oath, the FBI had solved 90 per cent 
of the Watergate case and would have solved it all had 
not the Senate interferred in the case. Does this uncon¬ 
tradicted statement imply the Senate Select Committee 
obstructed justice? 

It is not strange that no .Senator uttered one word 
in reply, no denial, and no sound of any kind at all? W."s 
the Committee afraid to admit the charge? 

What the people saw over television was seven stunned 
and crestfallen Senatorial faces reacting, at iong last, to 
the power of truth. For the Committee, .Septemtx'r ma>' 
iK'Vcr come. ' 


Walk Cautiously! 

Commercial interests have long exploited sex. Govern¬ 
ment has long struggled to control the exploitation of 
.sex. And commercial interests have long flaunted govern¬ 
ment censorship to sell their "forbidden” products. 

Unless restraint and legal precision are employed to 
fashion California’s response to a recent Supremo Court 
decision on pornography, the pornography-censorship bar.d- 
wagon could begin rolling again throughout our state. 

While seeking to define more clearly the basis on which 
to judge certain material “obscene,” the new ruling leaves 
a great deal of responsibility to the states. The new ob¬ 
scenity guidelines attempt to clarify the former criteria, 
under which in Caiifornia a book or film was obscene 
(and thus illegall if (1» the material, taken as a whole, 
appealed to the “prurient” interest of the average person; 
if (2) the material went substantially beyond customary 
limits of candor in description or representation of such 
matters; and if (3) it was “utterly without redeeming so¬ 
cial value.” This three-pronged set of standards was ap¬ 
plied independently to each case that came before ttie 
courts. 

Chief Justice Burger redeveloped the criteria for testing 
obscene matter in his opinion in Miller vs. California. The 
new ruling retains the three-pronged framework but makes 
significant changes. The states now may prohibit any 
works which, taken as a whole, appeal to the prurient 
interest in sex, which portray sexual conduct in a “patently 
offensive” way, and which, taken as a whole, do not luive 
“serious” literary, artistic, political or scientific value. 

Gone is the well-known phrase, “utterly without i-e- 
deeming social value.” In its place is language which signi¬ 
ficantly improves the ability of local district attorneys to 
prosecute purveyors of obscene material. The new test 
is to be judged on the basis of “contemporary community 
standards.” 

The less restrictive definition and the emphasis on 
community standards have provoked a good deal of criti¬ 
cism. Materials may now tx' banned depending on the 
manner in which a given community (a word which has 
yet to be defined) determines what is of “serious .... 
value.” In Chief Justice Burger’s opinion, the “serious 
value” definition provides a means to regulate hard-core 
pornography without suppressing the “free exchange of 
ideas” or censoring valuable works. 

Though Mr. Burger indicated statewide standards -- 
not individual city or county norms are sufficient for 
purposes of the law, Individual states may give communi¬ 
ties a local option to enact their own obscenity laws based 
on their own community standards. 

As the Legislature works to conform California law 
to the requirements of the decision, we must walk cau¬ 
tiously to protect both public decency and freedom of ex¬ 
pression. Zeal in either direction could produce a new 
round of pornography-censorship headlines. And that we 
can do without. 


September Morn 

September 1 has its historically sad connotations. It 
was the day in 1939 when Hitler launched the horrors of 
World War II by invading Poland. The world will be a 
long time recovering from that dreadful assault upon 
the decencies of life the world over. 

Another, far less mournful, yet still poignant attribute 
of September Morn is that it usuaily marks the day when 
the reluctant schoolboy finally comes to the realization 
that his freedom is waning fast, and reading and ’riting 
and ’rithmetic are just around the corner. 

But there are lighter points about September’s inau¬ 
gural day. It launches Youth Month, appropriately enough. 
And some things called Home Sweet Home Month, Na¬ 
tional Better Breakfast Month, Bourbon Month and Potato 
Bread Month. 

Mourn not September. It can’t be all bad.
